There are numorous indications that 
the BaUi ministry intends to assume 
greater direct military and naval con- 
trol, and no longer divide the responsi- 
bili^ between the ministry and the 
oonrt. 

The news of the victory at Vclestino 
has increased (ioiural Smolonki's popu- 
larity, and he is now regarded as the 
real hero of the campaign. A foreign 
offloer who saw the fight says that the 
Iteks numbered 2,000 and theOreeke 
8,000.

TROOPS REVIEWED. 

Headquarters of the Or«sk Army Will Be

London, May 3.— The Athens corre- 
spondent of The Standard says: The 
ministen of war and of the interior ar- 
riTed at Pharsalos at noon Snnday and 
Immediately reviewed the troops. It 
was stated that headiiuurters will be 
transferred to VomokoA. 

Thus far the Turks have captured, it 
is estimated, war material and provis- 
ions of the valne of 4,600,000 drachmas.

P ROGRA M OF CO NGRESS. 

Tlie Senate Will De Bosr, Dot the House 

Will Not Do Very Mach. 

^. .'WAfl)5Hi"*TQNt May 8.— The senate 
,wti^ reimme hosiness in earnest this 
'week, and the week bids fUr to be one 
of important resolts. Aooordlng to 

agreement a vote will be taken on the 
arbitration treaty on Wedne8<lay. It 
is also quite probable that the commit- 
tee vacancies will be filled and that the 
tariff bill will be reported to the senate. 

For the rest Senator Morgan probably 
will call up his Onban resolution, the 
aLyfi^mflf^^ may be 

passed, and Seniuor BoMr has given 
notice that he wiU more to have the 
compiittee rules discharged from the 
further MasAderatlion of hir Moesd- 
ments to the rules for the lixiittftmtn of 
debitties. 

There ia great nncertalnty as to the 
fate of the treaty, and it now looks as if 
tho margin would not exceed two or 
three votes whatever the result may be, 
There are a few unascertained votes 
which will decide the result. A canvas 
shows 40 votes certain for the treaty 
and 26 certain a^painst it. Twenty-nine 
votes in opposition are sufficient to de- 
feat it, but the opposition do not know 
just where those votes can be found. 
Thi re will be considerable sparring over 
the trt«ity before the vote is taken, but 
no prolonjfed debate is expected. 

The consideration of the sundry civil 
appropriation bill has been iidstiMnied 
until Senator Allison who will have 
charge of it in the senate coold be pre** 
ent. 

If Senator Hoar fulfills his promise to 
bring up the question of the amend- 
ment or the rukts, his motiim will be 
stubbornly resistwl bv the Dem<xrrats. 
Those of them who favor ,the chan^'os 
proposed will not assent to them ou the 
eve of the tariff fight. 

The new senator from Kentucky, 
Hon. 'W. J. Dehoe, probably will be 
sworn in early in the week. 

The house program contemplates ad- 
journment for three days, from Monday 
to Wednesday. Shoula the conference 
report (m the Lidian appropriation bill 
reach the house it will bo considered. 
A suggestion to take action in the 
bankruptcy bill, passed by the senate, 
is being thought over and may reach 
Kome definite i^p« befttrs the close df 
the week. 

RAIN jMiD_ SNOW.

SEVERAL BIQ BUILDINGS BURNED. 



It Was the Most nrttriirtlve Confln|;rntlon 
That Haa VlslUd That Citj Sinee the 
lUMwaMs Om la MM O ieeS DM- 
aaltjr ta riKhtiac the Flaaiss aa4 
•1 Firenaea Injured. 
Pittsburg, May 8.— Tho greatest fire 
that has -visi^ this city since the mem- 
orable one of 1846, started this morning 
shortly after midnight in the immense 
whtfles&le grocery estabifi^ment of 

Thomas C. Jenkins, Penn avenue and 
Liberty street and soon the three large 
blocks exteniing froiTi Liberty to IVnn 
avenue and from Fifth to Sixth streets 
were reduced to smouldering rtiins. 
The loss will axoeed $8,000,000 and is 
well c o rsred by insurance. 

Among the bnildipgs destroyed are 
Jenkins' wholesale grocery establish- 
inent, Bome'^s 6-story <by goods estab- 
lishmebt, Bkune's offloe building, the 
Ouqnesne^lnNK and the Methodist 
Book ConflMnn Brothers building, 
in whicli the Aim ricau Press Associa- 
tion has its olilces, und Lee S. Smith's 
dental establishment. 

The fire started in the cellar of the 
Jenkins building in a pile of barrels 
filled with waste paper. Tho flames 
were discovered by Watchman William 
Hunter while making his rounds on tho 
third f!iH)r. He liad smelled smoke 
earlier in the evening, but believed th.-.t 
it eariie from the oul.«i(le, ai;d tiad paid 
no attention to it. 'Hie ll.iines leaped 
rapidly up the elevator shaft and he 
made a vain attenn)t to extinguish the 
fire with buckets of wat(-r. An nir 
draft, used to ventihite the great build- 
ing, fanned the dames and ho found it 
impossible to do anything. Ho made 
his escape from the building with great 
ditticulty because of the immense 
volume of smoke. The alarm was 
turned in about the same time by Ofiicer 
Milton I'.ailcr, who noticed SiniOftelHa- 
ing through the window. 

The lire made rapid headway after it 
had started, and by li o'ckx k flames^ 
began to pour out the Penn avenue 
front. All tho firemen of the 
city and Allegheny were summoned and 
the lire department fought bravely to 
check the progre.sB of tho conflagration. 
The fire, however, attacked tho immense 
quantity of barreled oil, sugiir, molasses 
and flour that this building contains, 
and by 12 :45 o'clock the Penn avenue 
and Liberty avenue fronts were one 
mass of fianie.'i. 

The fire ate its way so rapidly that 
the fironicii narrowly escaped falling 
debris. Flames filled Penn avenue com- 
pletely and shot into the air 200 fbet or 
more, presenting one of the most mog- 
nifloeut sights seen for years. 

The splendid buildings of Joseph 
Home & Company, cp^Qsite, caught, 
and the firemen worked desperotply to 

Crevent its loss. At 1 o'clock the Home 
uilding was burning ftom cellar to 
roof, and the flames had communicated 
to Home's immense offloe building od- 
joining. 

The stractnre was of stone and also 
six stories in height. It was occupied 
by W. P. Orier & Company, onina 
dealers, Bau Marche Glore oompany. 
Snaman's carpet house and scores of 
physicians. 

Huck's cigar factory and Hall 
Brother's building next fdl Victims to 
the fire fiend, and they were quiekly 
followed by the Duqnesne theater. 
Methodist Book Concern building and 
the Surprise clothing store. The latter 
was an Immeose faototy building, mn- 
nine back a depth of 900 feet. 

Tne fire was the most magniflcent 
sight seen in Pittsburg for years. When 
the Jenkins and Horne buildings bad 
become enveloped in the conflsfnatlon, 
Pom ay«mae was one nisH of flames 
and sheets of fire, with heavy oolvinnM 
of smoke were sent 200 feet into the air. 
The glare of the flames could be seen 
for miles 'and the streets for blocks 
around were brilUantly illnminated. 

As soon as the fire attacked these 
buildings several streams of water were 
turned on them, but the water had no 
more effect than if it was not an ex- 
tinguisher. The flamos from the br.rn- 
ing oil in the Jenkins building rolled 
out against them, an4 ndnntes 
the two beautiful Rome KntMYwaa were 
burning briskly. Tho fli«men tMO left 
the Jenkins building to its fate and 
used their united and desperated efforts 
to save the Home buildings. All the 
streams of water that could be sum- 
moned were turned on these bnilding.s, 
but they were now one ma^s of fire. 
The fire department then turned tlieir 
attention to the snrroundiii;; buildings, 
but the niging flames rapidly ate itts 
way to all sides. 

At :} o'clock the fire was fiimlly 
iiia^tcreil, bat was still burning with 
intense fury within tho liiuitH of the 
bhx'ks bounded by l-'it'th street east and 
we.st, and liiberiy ;ind I'tnn avenues 
north and south. 

A number of firemen were injurf d by 
falling wiiUs and live wires, hut none 
of them are seriously hurt. Fireman 
tieorge Aeh' Sou, who was one of thrve 
men in Cecil alley when the Jenkins 
wall fell, is missing, and is supposed to 
be under the debris. The names of 
Other firemen hurt are Mike Daly, 
Klmer t'nK-ow, ( ieorge Meekin, William 
Irwin. H ib« rt Hadger.

ALBtRT Q. PORT ER DEAD. 

Another Ei-Oovernur of Indians Baa 
Tasssd PcBcrfiillj Airay. 

Indianapolis, May Albert O. 
Porter, ez-goveruor of Indiana and 
minister to Italy nnder G^eneral Har- 
rison's administration, died at his home 
in this city shortly after 8 o'dodk this 
morning, aged 74 years. 

Two years ago the venerable man 
sustained a severe fall, and since then 
he has been confined to hb room almost 
constantly. This affected him both 
mentilly and physically, and of recent 
months his iJhnent ww regarded as 
pareiiis. 




A. 0. POUTER. 

Mr. Porter was in his 74 year and 
has lived a retired life since the close of 
his work as minister to Italy, in {H'Xi. 
He was n native of Indiana and pra^'ti'^ed 
law until he was made r('port<*r of the 
supreme court in is.'iii. After an official 
term of six years lie returned to the law 
until 1H77, when he was pointed first 
comptroller of tho treasn by President 
Hayes. 

He was in Washington in ISSO when 
h<» was nominated for governor, and re- 
turned to make one of the moMt re- 
markable campaigns in the history of 
the state. Maine had gone Deniooratic 
that year and his election in October 
was the first indication of Republican 
victory and was the ocoasion of a re- 
markable outburst of political feeling. 
He nominated Genenil Honison in the 
Chicago convention, and upon the elec- 
tion of General Harrison he was ap- 
pointed minister to Italy. 

FORGER LEWIS IN ~COURT. 

Aa Sflhrt T» B« Made CwsoMdate 
Thirtjr Indiotments Into Two. 

Urbava, O., May S.-^-Z. T. Lewis, 
the bond forger, was arraigned before 
Judge Heiserman Saturday and plejuled 
not guilty. His bond was placed at $i>0, - 
090, in default of which he was remand- 
ed to jail. . « 

A plea will be argned this week to 
quash one indictment on tbe grounds 
that it was signtd by the court clerk in- 
stead of the foreman of the jury. An 
effort will also bo made to consolidiite 
80 indictments and have Lewis tried on 
only two. 

Lewis is in very poor health, and on 
the :i(h ice of physicuoa theheating wus 
held in private. 

RIVER OVERFL OWED. 

Thonaands of Dollars of Destrnction to 
Orowlag Crops of Pmnsylvaala, 

HtnmMOTON, Pa., May 8.— Tbe In- 
cessant ralnfUI of the past '21 hours 
has overflowed the Juniata river and its 
numerous tributaries, causing thousands 
of dollars of destruction to growing 
crops. 

The farmers along the Raystown 
braneh have suffered severe losses to 
buildings, fences and growing grains. 

The Juniata river is 16 feet above low 
water mark and is still rising. 

Tho body of an unknown Italian rail- 
road laborer, who was knocked ofiF a 
bridge 16 miles west of here, has Just 
been recovered hero.

MoNTicKLLO. Ky., May 8.— On White 
Oak Creek, Tennessee, several miles 
from this town, a waterspout struck the

Two 
farmhands who were sleeping upstairs 
were so badly mangled that they died 
in a few hours after the sheet of water 
struck the heuse. No further damage 
was done in the neighborhood so far aa 
learned.

BANES RECAPTDRED. 

Spaniards Again Hold That Im- 
portant Seaport 



NO RESISTANCE WAS OFFERED. 



The AttMk Was Made bjr the Combiaed 
Army aad Navy of the Spanish Forces. 
The Spanish Troops Will rurtue tbe In- 
sargeats — These Are Censorship Dls- 
patches aad Oaa Be Vakea With DonM. 

Havana, May 3.— The ix.rt of Panes, 
in Santiago de Cuba, held by General 
Calixto Qorcia and 0,000 Cubans ever 
since the Laurada landed Boloft's expe* 
dition, has been rec o vered by the 8pan< 
ish combined army and naval fon'cs un- 
der General Gomcj! Ruberte and Ad- 
miral Navarro. Tho .'^pani.sli forces 
combined at Nipe, and General (iomez 
Ruberte formed his forces, consisting of 
two columns, indoding 700 morues, 400 
navy and 1,900 infantry, commanded re- 
spectively by Lieutenant Colonel Oris- 
toval Nunez and Lieutenont Colonel 
Ayala. 

Their seven men-of war entered the 
harbor. The Nueva Espana bombarded 
theinsuigent heights, ultimately cm>- 
tnring the Onbwi fortiUcations with a 
loss of 40 men. The gunboats then 
communicated with Santiago d'Opico, 
who, with 50 men, coiiiiiianded an iron- 
clad fort. Within this fortification his 
men had heroicaUy defended them- 
selves (luring' a -I,) d;iys' siejro. 

Tile Cdiiiinandi r of the fnrt says that 
when tlie I.!irir:;(l:i ent<'red l^irt-au- 
Baiies he .'<eiit an ariue 1 boat with L'O 
men out int(^ tlie harbor. Ue claims 
that the Laurada attempted to run this 
boat, and that the men were compelled 
to seek refuge on a near-by quay. The 
Laurada then proceeded to the interior 
of the harbor, landing the expedition 
out of reach of flre from the fort, re- 
maining in port 34 hours. 

Tho Magallenes and th^ Nueva Es- 
pana»rem!vin at Banes for the purpose 
of protecting the town of Banes from 
further attacks. 

The Cubans, in view of the combined 
attack of the army and navy, aban- 
doned their stronghold without further 
resistance, leaving a large quantity of 
ammunition. The Spanish forces will 
soon leave for Port Oaboaioo, nearby, 
where the insurgents are now reported 
to be located. 

The report that Qnintin Bandera has 
passed to the weatlrard and that ho 
IS now in camp between Alquizar and 
Artemisa with 900 men, fully eqninped 
with new rifles^ is conflrined. Tney are 
awaiting the arrival of bands of in- 
surgents from Mataneas and Santa 
Clara.

Wejicr Has Ordor^d iriiii De- 
port*' tl to CharKriDM IslauJ. 

New York, May 3.— A dispatch to 
The Journal from Havana says: Dr. 
Maximo Zsrtnoha, Antonio Maoeo's 
physieian, who is alleged to have be- 
trayed the Cuban general to the Span- 
iards, was arrested at his home near 
(iuines, .'^uturday, and brought to 
Havana under clo.se guard. 

He is now in the niilitary prison in 
the fortress of La (^iViauas. o)>positethiS 
City. He is held incoiiniiunicado. 

It is understood at tlw palace that

In affirming the case of F. P. Bland

Judge Charles Helm, of the Campbell 
County Circuit Court ef Newport, handed 
do wn • TMy important dadaioa Itatnrday. 
The opinion is in reference to the 
mechanics' lien law. It deals directly 
with contraetoia— anboontraotora of all 
kinds — in fact, every one who is in any 
way connected with the construction of 
buildings, dec. 

The case in point was styled: "St. 
Clair Glasmeyer vs. IsabellaGibbeat at" 

An eztraot from tha opinion ia aa iol- 
lowo: 

" The qtiastlea Involved ia this ease Is ihe oon« 
ttltutlonaUty of so mooh of the act of Maroh 21, 
18S6, as gives to a snbooatnurtor a dirset Hen on 
the property Improved, indepeadent of the stete 
of aooount between tbe owner and the origiual 
contraotor. 

" Heretofore In this State tbe snboontraetor was 
allowed a lien by subitltuiion to the original 

contraotor; he was required to give notice to the 

owner, and upon notice the owner vfm r<Hiutred 
to retain from the original contractor enough to 
satisfy the subcontractor, if there waa anything 
due or to become due the original contraetor. 
Now tbe statute in ipiestion gives to tae subcon- 
tractor a lien. tliuiiKh the owner may have paid 
the origiual eoutractor in full, limited ouly by 
the contract price ol the origiual couiract. The 
lien continues fur six uiouths after the la-st labor 
Is performed or the last material.'* are furnished, 
without filing the claim in the Ck>unty Clerk's 
office. Tbe effect of the amendment is that nu 
oue may contract to pay in money or otlier com- 
mudity for the Improvement uf laud iu advance 
of six months after the completion of same, itave 
at tbe peril of pa/iag twice for the same thing." 

Judge Helm then givae a oompralxen- 
sive technical consideration of the amend- 
ment, discussing its provisions as related 
to the bill of rights in the Kentucky Con- 
Btitatloa. He holds that the law, or 
rather tba amendment, reotrlcto the im- 
provement of land, since a man may nut 
take the advantage of paying cub for 
worlc without also assuming the liability 
of having to pay twice for some part of 
the work, because of the failure of tbe 
oontraetor to carry out his ag^ment 
with a subcMitraetor. Therefore the 
amendment is declared unconstitutional.

New red tips and medium leaf were very sotlve 
all the week, abd oolory low grade* werv In d 
mend at some advance. Very little of the )K>tt( r 
gradt-K was on the market, and therefore It 
would be a hard ma'tcr to dlstlntftdsh much 
dlfferenee In them. 

The future of the t'jbacoo market depends 
largely upon the future competition of the msi 
ufai'tiircrs. If they continue to see who can raakf 
the largest filece of tobacco for the least money 
they win be obliged lo keep prices of leal to 
bacco low, and we can not expect much advance 
in the future, but should there be an Increase in 
tbe demand for better gradea of chewing to- 
bacco it would Invite more competition, and tbe 
tobacco market would In-provc, which wc sin- 
cerely hope vfill be tbe resalt. The decrease In 
the growth of tobacco, which Is talked so much 
about, would nof affect the tra<le very much uu 
less there was a scarcity, but a better grade of 
leaf, properly cultivated and handled, with a 
limited decrease. Is what should be aimed at by 
oar growers In order to place the trade on a good 
sound tooting, and to make it mote profitable to 
the ffermera. 

We can only expect litslted oillerlnga for the 
next two weeks, and bnldera of old tobarxso 
should not let tbe opportunity pass to dispose 

01 their old stock.
